After Fout Years of It He Does Not 
Think War Is Beautiful 


“The thought-of war was always 
popular among Germans, and. it be- 
came obvious during the ~two or 
three years which preceded the pres- 
ent conflict that our people had made 
up their minds that it was inevitable. 

“In Januar 1913, Otto von Gott- 
berg, writing in the. Jung Deufsch- 
land Post, declared ‘War is the most 
exalted and ‘the saintliest form’ of 
human action, War is beautifull 

“Dr. William Fuchs, writing in the 
Berlin Post, in January, 1912, declar- 
ed ‘Peace isnot only shame, it. is 
the end, the finish, of German great- 
ness.’ And in December, 1912, | Dr. 
Schmidt-Gabichenfels, editor of the 
Anthropologische Zeitschriften, “said 
in that periodical, ‘War is the only 
thing that can preserve our Kultur. 
War is part of God’s own world- 
system.-It is indispensable for. the 
creation and. for the maintenance of 
all that is good, beautiful, great and 
exalted,’ : 

“Then again the Taglische Rund- 
schau in November, 1912, said, ‘If 
war did not exist, a real friend of 
mankind would invent it. We Ger- 
mans should consider war as a heal- 
er, as the doctor who not only,curcs 
all ailments of the soul, but those of 
the body also. Without it life would 
be absolutely impossible,’ 

“Well, we have had war for nearly 
four years. Have any of these {heo- 
ries proved correct? Physically the 
war has caused the death of millions 
of men, and brought to the German 
people nothing but misery, priva-! 
tions and sickness. Psychologically it 
has wrought the decay of our moral- 
ity and the deterioration of our fam- 
ily life. 

“Instead of being a factor in our 
kultural life, war has produced noth- 
ing. and has destroyed much, . while 
diverting the attention of our people 
from every thought that is not con- 
nected directly with the daily strug- 
gle to find bread. : 

“And yet Otto von Gottberg de- 
clared in 1913 that ‘war is beautifull” 
+-Prof, F, Nippold in Welt and Mon- 
tag.

‘Land Cultivation 


Lethbridge Board of Trade Takes 
Stand Regarding Sale of School 
and Indian Lands 


At a recent meeting of the Leth- 
bridge board of trade it ~was, the 
unanimous decision that the govern- 
ment should ‘do something to  pre- 
vent school and -Indian reserve land, 
which may be ‘marketed ‘in “future, 
from falling into the hands of specu- 
lators. It’ was thought that ‘the gov- 
ernment should require the cultiva- 
tion of-at least a portion:of the land 
sold to cach party within a-reason- 
able time after purchase, The mat- 
ter was taken up with the United 
Farmers of Alberta, and the sugges- 
tion met with hearty approval of tlre 
exccutive. At the last general meet- 
ing of the board of trade, the ques- 
tion again came up for ‘discussion, 
with the result that the following 
memorandum was passed and will be 
sent to Premier Borden and _ minis- 
ters of the crown, to provincial pre- 
micrs and ministers, and to other or- 
ganizations interested: 

“It is desirable ‘that school lands 
and Indian reserve lands sold to the 
public should be placed under. culti- 
vation within -reasonable periods 
after sale. If this is not arrauged for, 
the governments may actually be- 
come parties to the very reprchensi- 
ble condition of maintaining such 
lands out of cultivation, and yet out- 
side of governmental control, 

“A striking instance of the evil re- 
sulting from such a condition is that 
disclosed ‘by the fact that consider- 
able areas of land at Chin, near 
Lethbridge, had to be excluded from 
a-desirable project of extending the 
added benefits that irrigation water 
brings towards’ mixed farming in the 
areas of light rainfall inthe southern 
parts of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
Auction sales of these school lands 
near Chin were made in 1909. In 1915 
it wag found that, on the areas that 
would have fallen under the Taber ir- 
rigation district as then proposed, the 
amount that had been paid on prin- 
ciple was only some $20,000, while 
the accrued interest alone las mount- 
ed up to some $27,000. The title to 
the lands remained, of course, with 
the school lands authoritics, but 
neither they nor the ostensible own- 
ers had proper authority to deal with 
the land; and, in consequence, not 
only were these lands precluded from 
sharing in the proposed extension of 
irrigation facilities, but the whole 
plan for the district was held in abey- 
ance. :

The new regulations provide for 
the protection of migratory game 
birds, migratory insectivorous and 
migratory non-game birds, which in- 
habit Canada during the whole or 
any part of the year. New close sea- 
sons are established for ducks, 
geese, brant or rails, and other 
edible wild fowl, from December 15 
to August 31, both days inclusive. 
The killing, capturing, injuring or 
molesting of insectivorous — birds, 
their eggs or nests, is prohibited 
throughout the year, except where 
special permits are granted to recog- 
nized museums or for scientific pur- 
poses. These insectivorous birds in- 
clude robins, woodpeckers, wrens, 
meadow larks, humming _ birds, 
whip-poor-wills, thrushes, and “all 
other perching birds which feed en- 
tirely or chiefly on insects.” A close 
season for ten years is proclaimed 
for cranes, swans and nearly all 
shore birds, and a close season for 
five years on wood duck and eider-

Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those ho became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. whe hee 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought. before 
the Cabinct for decision. In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be.determined primarily 
by the military situation. . ‘ ; 

There is no further obligation incumpent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars.

Africa’s Big Population

Lives in the Dark Continent 


Nearly one-fourth of the earth's 
land surface is comprised within the 
continent of Africa, and it is as far 
around the coast of Africa as it is 
around the world. Every cighth- per- 
son of the world population lives in 
the Dark Continent. : : 

The blacks double their number 
every forty years and the whites ev- 
cry cighty years. There are 843 Jan- 
guages and dialects spoken among 
the blacks of Africa but only a few 
of them written. 

One area in Africa unoccupied by 
missionaries is three times the size 
of New England, a second would 
make four states Hke New.York, and 
another is cighteen times the size ot 
Ohio. ‘Throughout Africa there is 
one missionary for cvery, 133,000 
souls—lrom the Christian Herald.
